Numismatic Thoughts At Christmas

Shortly before Christmas last year the vice-president of our local bank telephoned 
me that he had a number of rolls of brilliant uncirculated Lincoln cents and a quan- 
tity of silver dollars. He knew that many Americans still follow the old French and 
Belgian custom of hanging up stockings for the little ones on Christmas Eve, and 
felt that an assist to St. Nicholas in the form of a silver dollar or a handful of 
shiny coppers would make a wonderful toe in the stocking of a future collector. 


The idea of giving money at Christmas time goes back a long way. In fact, 
The Wise Men included gold among their gifts to the infant Jesus. (Matthew 2:11, 
“Then, opening their treasures, they offered him gifts, gold and frankincense and 
myrrh.’’) 

The ancient Romans also had a period of gift-giving at this time of the year. 
The feast of Saturnalia, held in honor of the god Saturn, was the occasion for a 
week of Roman merry-making. Although they were celebrating something entirely 
different from the Christmas, it was proper to give copper or gold as befit a person’s 
position. Coins were even issued to commemorate the event. 


This Christmas, THE FLYING EAGLET suggests that its collecting readers 
put a few two-cent pieces, some Indian cents, or a handful of numismatic miscellany 
in the Chrismas stocking. In addition to its being a tangible gift, it is quite pos- 


sible that this will plant the seeds of future-collecting-interest.

By placing four 
nickels, over one-half off center in different Kolit 
positions, he devised this unique four leaf clover 
design. The center part is a near perfect Jefferson 
nickel. Even the lettering matches and reads as it 
should on a regular struck nickel. This is a real 
challenge to collectors of Mint Errors, to even try 
to duplicate in other denominations that one may 
desire to collect.

Mail Service — Our first item of importance is the delivery of our 
copies to our readers. Please bear in mind our mail service is second 
class, which takes anywhere from 3 to 10 days, depending on the 
distances and locality. We have received letters and cards saying 
we have not received this months issue. The post mark being about 
the 10th to 12th., a few days later we receive an acknowledgement 
of copy received. If the first day of the month falls on a week-end, 
our mail sacks are brought to the post office about the 3rd or 4th 
day, allowing for some 3 to 10 days normal delivery, you should 
receive your copy around the 12th of the month. We are as anxious 
as you, to see to it that you receive your copy. We have at times 
sent extra copies first class to our readers, who have written in 
stating they haven’t received their copy. Once cur mal sacks are 
at the post office we have no control over the delivery, so please be 
a, littie patient. If you continuously fail to get your copy, please 
advise your post office or write to us so we may pit a tracer on it 
Be sure to notify us of a change of address a3 the post office will 
not forward your copy. 
New Rates —- With our January issue our advertising rates will 
have been revised, please take note. Due to the cont:nual rise in the 
every Cay prices and greatly increased circulation cost, we are 
forced to revise our rates to meet our expenses. We have absorbed 
all increases and expenses since 1955 without an increase in rates. 
If you are contcmplat ng advertising with us, I suggest you do so 
now with a contract, as the new rate will not effect you. 
U. S. Gold Notes — A visit from an agent of the Secret Service, 
Treasury Dept. has verified the fact that “Gold Notes” are not 
permissable to collect or keep. They should be turned into the Treas- 
ury Dept. for its face value. The difference of being allowed to collect 
“old coins” and not “Gold currency notes” is not readily seen. AS 
it is, the law must be obeyed. Presently a few numismatic groups 
and dealers are hoping to get this problem straightened out with 
a visit to Washington. Many were under the impression Gold 
Notes had the same status as Gold Coins.

UNCIRCULATED—Made for general cir- 
culation when minted but never reaches 
circulation. Has a mint lustre, no scratch- 
es, rubbings or mars, 











EXTRA FINE & A. U.—avout same. 
Coin is about uncireulsted, slightly worn 
on high points and may have some mint 
lustre, 


Vv. FINE—Has been circulated but all 
features and lutter:ng are sharp. 


FINE—UWas al! features and lettering 
but not sharp.

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PAPER MONEY ROUND-UP 


Here Today — Gone Tomorrow 
By Harold Don Allen 


As I write these words, I have before me a gem specimen of 
that particularly attractive 1000 franc note which circulated in 
France during the darkest years of the 1939 War. Possibly you have 
seen it. If not, I would say you owe it to your interest in paper 
money to look it up. The two sides of the note bear, in all, no less 
than 51 square inches of that delicate pastel artwork which so 
characterizes the modern French note. The obverse depicts woman 
and ‘child, against a backdrop of quiet agriculturalism, with the 
goat herds and the pastures, the farm house, the silo and the barns, 
the nearby village with its church steeple, and the distant hills. Truly 
a bank note designed more to be framed than to be spent! The 
reverse focuses the spotlight on commerce, with Mercury seated, 
backed by a multihued panorama of a bustling seaport and the 
Spires of a town. Had France’s Wartime currency somehow been 
accessible to collectors in North America during its first month of 
issue, there can be no doubt that not a few of the medium-value 
bills of the attractive series would have been added to collections, 
as numismatic art. Yet what is this (at pre-war exchange) $40 
note, worth today? I bought mine for $1.50, the catalogue says $2, 
crisp, but your foreign exchange broker will argue that the bill is 
not worth a cent. It was removed from circulation twelve and a half 
years ago, and any specimens still in the hands of the public never 
can be redeemed. 

So, this colourful French note, if serving no further monetary 
purpose, adorns foreign paper money collections, having been ob- 
tained at nominal value. Which immediately points up one of the 
prime headaches of this growing branch of numismatic collecting: 
Why spend dollars, now, for an item of foreign money that is likely 
any day to be reclassified as obsolete, and available for cents? 
Indeed, how can anyone be justified in collecting current foreign 
paper at all? 

Crisp, redeemable notes, to me anyway, have a special appeal. 
There is something about looking over their fine engraving, bright 
colours and exotic inscriptions, and knowing they could buy you a 
lunch pretty well anywhere on earth! The Tonga currency note is 
a beautiful thing. So are Djibouti frances, Thailand bahts and Scot- 
tish pounds! Collecting them is not likely to bring you rich dividends. 
Yet such a collection can prove worth many times its face value in 
terms of pleasure and pride of possession. Most significantly, it can 
be built so as to minimize liklihood of appreciable loss. 

Foreign exchange resembles the stock market, to the extent 
that prices of world currencies (as compared with any standard) 
rise and fall from day to day. Then, too, there are long-range trends. 
Canada’s dollar mounts the crest of a gradual rise from a wartime 
90¢ (U.S.) to a present $1.05. Sterling flounders in post-war dol- 
drums. The Swiss franc rides confidently. The foreign currency 
collector soon learns to emphasize his collecting areas outside of 
regions of shaky governments and likely runaway inflation. 


Far more of a problem to the collector is the monetary policy 
of calling notes for redemption. Countries which technically prohibit 
export of their monetary notes feel no compunction about ordering 
currency exchanged on a moment’s notice. The collector in Chicago 
or Seattle would never smuggle back his bills to East Berlin in time! 
Hence, it is essential to be wary of such currencies. They can be 
picked up as “obsolete” in good time. But even such highly-reputed 
nations as Great Britain and Switzerland have seen fit to call in 
older notes. However, at least in peace time, ample warning has 
been given. There is no harm in framing such splendid examples of 
bank note engraving as long as you’ve a reliable foreign exchange 
teller to tip you off when it’s time to cash them in. In the final cat- 
egory are nations committed by monetary agreements to honour 
their notes in perpetuity. Such is the basis for our profound respect 
for the American dollar. It is true of Canada’s dollar as well, for 
all the complex bank issues of Canada (except for failures prior to 
1895) are negotiable through the government, and provide a fascin- 
ating collection in themselves. 


Intelligence, then, and a sense of perspective are the requisites 
for sound collecting of current foreign notes. Gather a few cruzieros, 
bolivianos, Chilean pesos, French francs or Italian lire — with luck, 
you'll not pay the cashier a dollar for a lot. It should be well worth 
that price to have them included in your collection. But shy away 
from the higher values, where face amount is more than you feel 
you’d want to lose. Enjoy chasing down illusive types of Sterling, 
of Gibraltar, Bermuda, New Zealand or British African colonies. 
Such notes are backed by sound governments. Your only loss (or 
possibly gain) will come from shifting values over the years. On 
your most solid currencies, collect to suit your tastes. Your money 
should remain, to employ a quaintly outmoded phrase, “good as 


gold”.

When one pays a high price for 
a proof coin, there should be no 
doubt of it being the real thing.

Editor’s note: 

The 1864 Bronze shift Cent is 
rare, but today there is no de- 
mand. 

There are a number of pieces 


around, your early coinage had 
most of these uprights. Some 
you may note are off centered in 
various degrees. Normally the re- 
verse is facing down in relation 
to the obverse. Your early copper 
pieces are found to have most of 
these shifts, which are known as 
“Die Shifts.” This is due to the 


die shifting while the planchets 
are being struck. I recently noted 
a liberty V nickel with the re- 
verse upright. Pieces known to 
have die shifts are % cents, 
Large cents, 2¢ pieces, nickels, 
and most early coins. I have 
noted a large number of the 1924- 
D Lincoln cents with this shift. 
I don’t believe there is a coin 
list or catalogue of this variety.

How to check a two cent “small 
motto” 1864 quickly. 

At the recent meeting of the 
Newark Coin Club an 1864 small 
motto 2¢ piece V.F. was offered 
for auction, the starting bid was 
$10. with no takers. I thought if 
this piece is as stated here is a 
buy. A fast glance showed it to 
be a large motto. 

I have mentioned this new dis- 
covery of mine in an earlier issue 
for our readers, here it is again. 
This is a good method also for 
worn pieces. 

Check the (T) in trust, all 
“large mottos” the (T) is about 
1/16” away from the creased edge 


of the ribbon containing the 
(WE), whereas, in the small 
motto the (T) is just about 


touching the ribbon. With this 
method of identification one can 
check many 1864 2¢ pieces in a 
matter of minutes. 

I have written to Mr. Yeoman, 
the author of the RED U.S. Guide 
Book, about this and hope it can 
be of help to the collectors. Men- 
tion this at your next club meet- 
ing.

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“MEANS, METHODS, AND METALS OF OLD MONEY MAKERS” 

Probably the greatest source of human history lies open for 
those who delve into the ancient field of Numismatics. Money and 
man have gone hand in hand down through the ages, doing a sort 
of twin act of knowledge for historians, who have used both as 
factual guides in their serious pursuit of the truth. To the question:- 
“How pure were the gold coins of the Egyptian Ptolemies?” we can 
readily answer they were 23 carats three grains fine, with only one 
grain alloy. In the case of Roman gold coinage, it was very pure 
from the earliest times and remained so until the reign of Severus. 
This of course would be of no special interest to collectors of United 
States coins, but factual information is very necessary for those 
who like and search for specie of the ancient world. 

Most of the early gold was mixed with silver which formed 
about one-fifth of the metal content, and is regularly referred to as 
“electrum.” In the time of Severus a very bad or rather a low 
standard for silver coins was created and continued until the period 
of Diocletian. Back in the days of Philip of Macedon of Greece, the 
art of gold refining had reached such fine perfection, that the gold 
coins of the monarch the metal of which was dug from mines of 
Philippi in Thrace, came to the purses of the Greeks in great purity. 
When it came to money the Greeks were quick-witted and smart, 
and knew it was to the public interest that good money produced 
good times. Of course the great monetary frauds of Greek history 
which gave the few despots a temporary advantage, were conducted 
by irresponsible rulers such as Hippias of Athens, Dionysius of Syr- 
acuse, and Polycrates of Samos. 

Counterfeiters in those ancient times used lead actively in their 
art of deception. Copper too was employed by the forgers who silver 
or gold plated both metals. Egyptian coins created under the Roman 
emperors were struck at first from fairly good silver, but eventually 
by degrees they degenerated into a base metal called “Potin,’’ con- 
sisting of copper and tin with but a little silver. This cheapened 
specie was remarkably thick, but many of the coins were well ex- 
ecuted in a peculiar style with uncommon reverses. 

Shape determined the method of making of the early Chinese 
coins. The easiest way of manufacture was to produce them by 
molds, running the molten metal into them, the molds, being 
wrought from bronze, stone, clay, iron or earthenware. Molds, some- 
times like a cluster of fruit, were joined together by narrow channels 
for the passage of the heated metal. The Romans employed a sim- 
ilar method of production which is revealed by the slight projections 
on the edge of the majority of surviving specimens. When the cluster 
cooled, the bands were broken to separate the specie, and the money 
men seemed to care little about the rough protruding ends. 

During the centuries when the precious metals were terribly 
scarce, the coins were not only small, but also very thin, the blanks 
being cut from hammered sheets or strips. At a later period a cus- 
tom prevailed where round coins could be halved or quartered in 
order that the pieces could be used for small change. Also in Scan- 
dinavia and central Europe at one time, square coins actually be- 
came popular because the blanks could be snipped so quickly from 
the metal strips that it seemed a waste of time, and a waste of 
silver trimming them to the shape of the circular impression. About 
1514 Leonardo da Vinci created a mechanical way for punching out 
perfectly formed round blanks uniform in size and weight. Further 
improvements were introduced by the clever Benvenuto Cellini, who 
was Master of the Mint at Rome for seven years. 

The kings upon Greek coins have generally the diadem without 
any other ornament. The side face is always presented, although 
upon some very ancient coins of cities, and Roman consular coins 
full faces are found of amazing relief and expression. Sometimes 
heads are found on the same coin, either impressed on both sides, 
or upon only one. Thus the beautiful gold coin of Ptolemy Philadel- 
pus, king of Egypt, bears his own head and that of Arsinoe, his 
queen on one side, and those of his father and mother Ptolemy I, 
and Berenice on the other. Coins are found also of Anthony and 
Cleopatra, Nero and Agrippina, Agrippina and Germanicus, and 
many others both Greek and Roman. Sometimes two or more heads 
are found upon one side, while the other bears a reverse in the usual 
way. These heads are either adverse, that is opposite to each other, 
face to face, or joined, and both looking one way. Of the adverse 
are the coins of Licinius, father and son, and others. Joined heads 
are found on the finest Greek coins. Sometimes three heads are 
found on one side as in that of Valerian, with his sons Gallienus, 
and Valerian. All such coins are rare and valuable. 

Besides the diadem, the Greek princes sometimes appear with 
a laurel crown. Arsacidae, or kings of Parthia, wore a kind of sash 
around the head with their hair in rows of curls like a wig. Tigranes, 
and the kings of Armenia wore the tiara. Xerxes, a pretty prince of 
Armenia appears on a coin in a conic cap, with a diadem around it. 
Juba, his father had a singular crown like a conic cap all decked 
out with pearls. The successors of Alexander assumed different 
symbols of deity on their busts, such as the lion’s skin of Hercules, 
surrounding the head of the first Seleucus. Greek queens had the 
vitta or diadem, while most queens of Egypt had the sceptre.
